Conhellsville 's not go much Interest- 


ed in tho prevention of floods as It Is 
in tho preservation at Us water *npt.iy, 
and It Is apparent that these proposed 
storage reservoirs will Curnteh n rea- 
sonable flow during tho midsummer 
months, vhen drouth has at times lick- 
ed the bed ot the stream almost bare 
of water, leaving nothing but a few 
stagnant pools hero and there to "bread 
pollution and spread Alteate, 
The 


single reservoir will mtiku a'wonrietful 
difference to Connellsvllle, and the four 
other dams proposed will more .than 
reirtoro tho primitive condition of the 


. stream, the full summer flow of spark 


ling Water that existed beforo the * 
had bitten Into the virgin forests which 
cov^rod the Watershed. 
The removal of this .'orcat growth 


Is tho chief 
contributing cnuso of 


present flood conditions, -which condt 
tlons muut grow worse ns the remain' 
der of the limber Is cut off and tho 
run-olt of precipitation Increases In 
rapiatty. The plttsbttrg Flood Com 
mtsslonera MS alive to this fact. They 
expect higher water and more destruc- 
tive floods than ever

slanle Kingdom. As Jacob gladly gave 
present-) to Esan for the sttlte of peace, 
In currying out God's arrnngomiints 
under this Promise, so we as Chris- 
tians should willingly give to ourpart- 
ner.i hi life, our neighbors, friends and 
brethren, the Inrgoi share of earth's 
good things, if thereby we may for- 
ward the Lord's Cause in connection 
with the Abrahamlc Promise, In wllilcb, 
wo trust. 


Mankind have their hearts set upon
